WASHINGTON, D. C.—Con- | 
gressman J. Arthur Younger | 
today assured residents of 
Menlo Park and San Mateo

San Mateo county, between 
400 and 500 acres will auto- 
matically be placed in the 
university’s “academic re- 
serve.” 

This statement of Dr. J. E. 
Wallace Sterling, university 
president, was yesterday re- 
capitulated by a Stanford 
spokesman who added that it 
is not current university pol- 
icy to annex portions of the 
academic reserve to adjoin- 
ing cities. 


There are exceptions to 
this latter policy, however, 
he pointed out. 

And, the spokesman con- 
tinued, land in the “academ- 
ic reserve” is not necessarily 
tax exempt. There are about 
4700 acres in the reserve at 
the present time, and only 
about 1800 of them are non- 
taxable, 

The spokesman pointed 
out that, although the Stan- 
ford medical center is in the 
academic reserve, it is also 
in an area which has been 
annexed to Palo Alto.

Mayor 
Flays 
Project 


By DAVE GOODWIN 
The Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, the agency behind 
proposed lécation of a huge 
particle-firing accelerator hbe- 
hind Stanford, became the ob- 
ject of counterattack by Menlo 
Park Mayor William R. Law- 
son even before the “gun” 
has been fired. 

The council, however, is 
admittedly as divided as a 
fractioned atom about the 
value of the accelerator. 
Lawson said Tuesday. he’s 
“against plunking something 
like this down in the middle 
of a developed residential 


Councilman Guy Plaisted, a 
General Electric sales engi- 
neer, sees the site of the two- 
mile accelerator as the best 
possible location and believes 
the instrument will have great 
scientific impact. 

Councilman Michael Belan- 
gie says he doesn’t doubt the 
need of the accelerator—but 
is ired over the federal goy- 
ernment’s failure to impart 
prior information about the 
structure or to confer with 
adjoining cities on how it 
might affect them. 
Councilman Ira. Bonde 
noted that the site was out- 
side the Menlo Park City lim- 
its, and ‘added “I’d like more 
information” before taking a 
position on opposing the site 
as suggested by Lawson.

Upshot of the discussion at 
Tuesday night’s study meet- 
ing was to ask City Manager 
John R.> Johnson to contact 
Congressman J. Arthur 
Younger to find out what loca- 
tion of the accelerator will 
mean to the surrounding com:

Lawson was emphatic in his 
opposition. Plaister was just 
as positive that the huge re- 
search instrument was well 
placed. ; 

The mayor asked a series 
of questions: “Is there any 
possible danger? What provi- 
sion has been made for get- 
ting electrical power through 
the area? What consideration 
was given the surrounding 
community?” 

“This was dumped on us 
by an outside agency,” he 
said. “Do we have anything 
to say about it?” 

Plaisted answered that the 
site was picked “because of 
the educational and research 
advantages” of being close to 
an institution of learning. 

There is no danger’ involved 
and “much of the construc- 
tion will be underground,” he 
said. He said he believed elec- 
tric power cables to the instal- 
lation will also be buried.

that he felt a currently-in-proc- 
ess reorganization of Stan- 
ford’s planning agencies might 
be partly responsible for this. 

Dr. Sterling pointed out that, 
as things now stand, Stanford 
may have to add another 500 
acres to its‘‘academic reserve,” 
if the universi#y is awarded 
the job of constructing a 
$120,000,000 U.S. government- 
sponsored linear accelerator. 
This would be situated be- 
tween Alpine and Sand Hill 
roads, and would extend al- 
most from Whiskey Hill road 
to the golf course. 


NEED RESEARCH 

The need for more research 
facilities, he added, has “burst” 
into being since the end of the 
Korean war. 

Los Altos Hills Mayor John 
Fowle said he felt present plan- 
ning should look beyond the 
effects on the tax rate and that 
he felt the communities bor- 
dering Stanford had an inter- 
est in developments on the 
campus. 

Stanley Evans, vice mayor of 
Palo Alto, offered that he 
throught residents of neighbor- 
ing communities were, essen- 
tially, more worried about traf- 
fic patterns, highway needs 
and volume of traffic, and 
other collateral effects of in- 
dustry, than about the appear- 
ance of buildings. 


Skillman returned to the 
discussion to point out that 
he felt planning should be 
coordinated, but that he was 
not proposing that one town 
or agency interfere with the 
plans of another. 


“We should try to make the 
plans fit together,” he said. 

Dr. Sterling said he favored 
a “clearing house” for such in- 
formation. 

William Spangle, staff plan- 
ner for Woodside, said he felt 
the state laws regarding such 
cooperative effort should be 
used as a starting-point for 
such discussions. 

Menlo Park planning com- 
mision chairman Charles An- 
derson said he liked the idea 
of discussions onthe staff level. 

Proctor Melquist, chairman 
for the planning commission 
of Los Altos Hills, said that 
other agencies often came into 
conflict with many “hot, mi- 

or” boundary problms devel- 
oping along borders. He said 
that the present plan doesn’t | 
dovetail with plans for Los Al- 
tos Hills as well as did the 
original 1953 Stanford master 
plan. 

San Mateo county Supervisor 
Thomas Callan said he was 
sure developing of Stanford’s 
San Mateo county lands could 
be accomplished ‘with no prob- 
lems whatever.” 

SEES PROBLEMS 

However, he pointed out that 
some problems of communica- 
tion, particularly those about 
pending real estate deals, are 
made difficult because of the 
fact that thy become public in- 
formation whenever discussed 
on an official level. 

Concerning the 50-year leas- 
es, Lawson returned to the dis- 
cussion to point out, “it won’t 
be much use in zoning prop- 
erty ‘residential’ in San 
teo county.” 

Evans said he thought that 
Stanford should have informed 
the cities of pending changes 
in zoning at the time they were 
made. 

Dr. Sterling agreed, and said 
the same thing should be work- | 
ed in reverse, from the cities | 
to Stanford.

Gun Club Faces Big Decision:

There is a distinct possibili- | 
ty that the Menlo Park Gun 
Club’s proposed new range 
building could be constructed 
on Stanford University land, 
with Stanford assuming the 
cost of utilities, Club Chief 
Range Officer Ben Shade an- 
nounced at a Club meeting 
Tuesday night. 


east of Bayshore in Menlo 
Park. 

Cost of the building with 
appropriate paving and land- 
scaping would be $40,000, but 
since many donations of ma- 
terials and services have 
been pledged, only $15,000 
still is needed, Shade said. 

Members discussed the pos- 
sibility of a loan from Stan- 
ford, but Gun Club attorney 
John A. Sullivan stated that 
the University would prefer to 
have the Gun Club finance its 
own building through subscrip- 
tions and contributions and ask 
for a loan only as a last resort. 

Financing of the building if 
built on the Bohannon tract 
over and above subscriptions 
would be obtained from com- 
; mercial banks, Shade said, but 
noted that since Stanford prop- 
erty is private, the only source 
of available funds would be 
Stanford itself. 


Recognizing that time was 
running out for making a 
decision on the range loca- 
tion, a Lease and Negotiat- 
ing Committee was formed 
and authorized to negotiate 
with Stanford and Bohannon 
in hopes of reaching the most 
suitable arrangement for the 
Club. 


Appointed to the committee 
were: J. R. McCann of Ather- 
ton, business advisor to the 
Gun Club; Barney Schroder of 
Menlo Park, Gun Club archi- 
tect; Warren D. Orr of Menlo 
Park, professional contract 
writer; and attorney Sullivan 
of Menlo Park. 


What this would mean to 
the Club, Shade said, would 
be $3360 per year saved in 
utilities and property taxes. 
The Stanford Board of Trus- 
tees last month also agreed 
to let the Gun Club operate 
the range on a use permit 
basis and a 20-year lease, 
with renewable options very 
10 years thereafter up to 50 
years, he said. 


Shade reported that negotia- 
tions have been going on with 
Stanford since February. Since 
that time the Club has submit- 
ted complete plans, pictures, 
drawings, specifications, lists 
of commitments and cost esti- 
mates to the University. 

Stanford has announced 
plans to close its own range 
this June. Shade said that the 
only use the University would 
want in the new range would 
be for the use of its ROTC unit.

New SRI Device 
Cuts Aircraft 
Radio Static 


(SRI)—A special device has 
been designed by Stanford Re- 
search Institute engineers 
which successfully eliminates 
radio static caused when air- 
craft fly through snow or 
clouds of ice particles. 

The devices allow noise-pro- 
ducing corona discharges (St, 
Elmo’s Fire) to occur but pre- 
vent the generated noise from 
reaching the radio antennas 
according to Robert L. Tanner 
of 4780 Alpine road, who was 
project leader for the device. 

When ice crystals compos- 
ing the snow or clouds re- 
bound from aircraft, electrons 
are removed from them and 
remain on the surface. Each 
impact leaves a minute nega- 
tive charge. The cumulative 
effect of millions of such im- 
pacts is to cause the aircraft 
to become quickly charged to 
a voltage so high that corona 
discharges occur at the wing 
tips and other sharp extremi- 
ties, he explains. 

The corona discharges oc- 
cur aS a series of short-lived 
pulses, each of which acts as 
a tiny, broad band radio trans- 
mitter. The waves generated 
by the pulses travel about the 
aircraft, guided by the metal- 
lic surfaces, and enter the 
radio atennas. | 

The result in the receiver is 
known as precipitation static. | 
This noise is frequently severe 
enough to impair seriously the | 
functioning of radio receivers | 
and navigation equipment. | 

To prevent the airplane | 
from becoming charged when | 
through  solid-particle | 
precipitation is impossible. It | 
is also impossible to prevent | 
he noise producing corona 
discharges from occurring,

A Contested Election—and 
A Test of Public Interest 


Though it’s been so quiet one would hardly notice. it, 
a campaign for positions on the Ménlo Park city council 
assertedly has been going on during the past few weeks 
and next Tuesday, April 12, is the day on which the voters 
will cast ballots for the candidates of their choice. 
“Had one man — Arthur Treadwell, a former St! Helena 
city councilman — not decided to join the race, there would 
be no reason for holding the election. As it is, ' there's a 
contest: three men are seeking two seats. 

“The fact that there is a contest prompts a couple of 
observations. ] 

First, we'd like to thank the challenger fis joining 
the race: There has to be a contest if the people of 
the city are to have a choice to make. It is; right and 
proper, in a democracy, that people be given a chance 
to choose. 

* Second, we'd like to urge that you make it to the polls. 
The continuing vigor of democratic government demands 
the participation of ‘all; a handful of concerned residents 
cannot by its nature give the endorsement, constructive 
triticism, ‘guidance or what have you that aniclective body 
needs’ to ‘be kept on its toes. “Standing for election” is 
easy, ‘certainly. Beyond this the incumbents by their past 
performance have indicated their competence; there is 
thus, very little'in the way of criticism that can‘be djrected 
at them. Nevertheless, a good turnout at the ballot box 
is the best way of assuring them that their activities are 
neither unobserved, nor unappreciated. 

“Third, we'd like to endorse the candidacies of the two 
incurhbents — Mayor William R. Lawson and Councilman 
Vaile’S. Andrus. 

Both’ have worked long and hard for good city gov- 
a they are known quantities who have made ‘and 

San saeticue to make significant contributions to the 
walle of the community. 

The city, it has often been said, has been going 
through a period of growth. This could have been re- 
flected in severe “growing pains’—in a set of problems 
insurmountable to any less dedicated group than the 
present Menlo Park city council. 

As it is, the community is still well-governed; it has 
met squarely just about every problem with which it has 
been faced, with the exception that the voters last year 
turned down a bond issue which would have solved the 
muddled traffic pattern caused by too few routes across 
the Southern Pacific tracks. 

Finally, it should be pointed out that even competent 
city councilmen might be expected to deteriorate in quality 
of judgment and effort, if they find themselves operating 
in a vacuum caused by a total lack of public interest. 

Your vote is necessary, therefore, for several things: 
It has to decide the outcome of a contést; it has to act as 
both a warning and an endorsement; it’s a citizen’s duty 
which should be performed.

Hope for Answer Soon 
- On Stanford Lands Future? 


Unanswered and unanswerable last week was the Big 
Question plaguing the minds of Mento Park officialdom: 
What is going to happen to the Stanford lands in San Ma- 
teo County, lying to the south of San Hill road? 

" ‘In’ discussion of development plans with’ leaders of 
surrounding communities last Saturday, Stanford ‘President 
Dr. J. E. Wallace Sterling could only reply: “We don't 
know.” | 

“Two big unknown factors hung over any possible 
answer at that time. First, would the federal government 
decide to go ahead with construction of Project M, the two- 
mile-long linear accelerator proposed for a site roughly 
parallel to Sand Hill road? Second, would the Army En- 
ginecrs go ahead with their huge earth-fill dam on San 
Francisquito Creek? 

Despite Stanford’s uncertainty, however, the univer- 
sity had, apparently, at least decided that the land would 
not be put to residential use. The board of trustees had 
decided not to lease any more property for more than 51 
years — an economic barrier to home construction. 

-Announcement this week from Washington indicating 
that Project M probably will be approved lifts one of the 
uncertainties. It also clears the way for some further sup- 
positions. 

The project, it is expected, will mean that some addi- 
tional 400 to 500 acres of Stanford property will stay in the 

“academic reserve” category. The linear accelerator prob- 
ably will be the only development on the land, and most 
of that will be underground. 

That, we believe, is better for the surrounding area 
than its possible development as site for some 20 or 30 
“light industrial” plants. 

Inclusion in the “academic reserve,” furthermore, 
probably means that Menlo Park will have nothing to say 
about development of the property in any event. It is 
unlikely that it will be annexed to the City, as it might 
have been otherwise. 

If the visible structures associated with the acceler- 
ator are not too obstrusive, we believe Project M can be 

* g beneficial addition to the community. 

But now the question remains: What will happen to 
the rest of the university lands? Maybe, now that one un- 
certainty is almost lifted, we can hope for an answer soon?

and, as has been recalled be- 
fore in these columns, there 
was even a recall election in 
Menlo Park in the early 1930’s 
which drew better than 45 per- 
cent of the registered voters to 
the polls. 

The plain fact seems to be 
that “city hall’ and the 
things that go on there are 
losing in the race for rela- 
tive importance and popular 
attention. 

For instance, the Menlo Park 
school district—which doesn’t 
cover as large a geographical 
area as Menlo Park, by any 
means—now finds itself spend- 
ing twice ah much money per 
annum as the city. 

The Ravenswood school dis- 
trict also operates at a tax rate 
in excess of $3 per $100 of -as- 
sessed valuation where the city 
operates on a rate of 73 cents. 
It’s no wonder that if residents 
there want to show interest in 
public business, they’ll head 
for the school district head- 
quarters rather than city hall. 


People who have a com- 
plaint about their ever-rising 
tax bills can also look toward 
the county government, which 
keeps superimposing more ex- 
penses on the average taxpay- 
er—and at a rate much faster 
than that of the local city gov- 
ernments. 

The big bites, of course, 
are taken by the federal and 
state governments which by 
virtue of their relative re- 
moteness seem immune to 
local pressures for economy. 


The well-balanced individu- 
al, contemplating the awesome 
array of schemes for getting 
his money via income, proper- 
ty, sales, highway use, license 
and other levies is apt to throw 
up his hands and decide that 
the local agencies are of rela- 
tively little importance. 

After all, the paltry sums 
they ask, as compared to those 
demanded by state and federal 
government, are pretty small 
potatoes. 

Add to this the growing im- 
portance of private business 
in some fields of human en- 
deavor. 

It becomes apparent, for 
instance, that such “brain- 
power complexes” as Stan- 
ford Research Institute are 
going to produce inventions 
and ideas which in the long 
run will probably influence 
how life is hereabouts more 
than all the motions, resolu- 
tions, ordinances and bud- 
gets the city council will ev- 
er pass. 

For instance, the Institute 
currently is making prepara- 
tions to co-sponsor an. Interna- 
tional Industrial Conference in 
San Francisco in 1961. 

The meeting will bring to- 
gether more than 500 executive 
officers representing the free 
world’s leading business and 
industrial organizations; parti- 
cipants will represent more 
than 50 nations. 

It’s more than possible that 
the conference can result in at 
least some international under- 
standing and cooperation. It 
might even result in some 
agreements and business deals 
which can raise the standard of 
living in some parts of the 
world, and ease tensions in 
others.

With such stuff as this going 
on in the center of Menlo Park, 
it’s difficult for the individual 
to direct his attention toward 
municipal problems. 

It’s apt to become more dif- 
ficult, too, as the state and fed- 
eral tax bites get bigger, and 
as more inventions and inter- 
national complexities rise. 


25 Years Ago: 
City Planned 
To Regulate 
Fireworks 


The files of the Menlo 
Park Recorder reveal that 
25 years ago this week, the 
following items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community: 


April 12. 1935: 


Last Tuesday evening at a 
meeting of the Menlo Park 
City Council City Attorney 
James T. O’Keefe Jr. was in- 
structed to consult with the 
county officials before pre- 
paring an ordinance forbid- 
ding the use of fireworks in 
the city of Menlo Park. 


An _anti-fireworks _ ordi- 
nance is held to be a neces- 
sity as a preventative of the 
fire hazard and also as a pro- 
tection to life and limb. 

The city’s financial report 
was read and shows the gen- 
eral fund balance is $6959.35 
and the street improvement 


fund balance is $1498.12, 
with a total balance of 
$8458.12. 

Police Chief Henry’ Car- 


roll presented his quarterly 
report disclosing that traffic 
arrests for the first three 
months of 1935 totalled 134, 
with 123 cases settled and 11 


pending. Traffic fines asses- , 


sed during the same’ period 
amounted to $473. 

Considerable time was tak- 
en up with discussing the li- 
quor question, with the result 
that the city attorney was di- 
rected to communicate with 
the state board of equaliza- 
tion in an endeavor to secure 
an extension of the closing 
time for liquor dealers, giv- 
ing them 60 days to dispose 
of any stock they have on 
hand.

Lots of Places to Cut County 
Budget, but Increases Still Due 


County Manager E. Robert 
Stallings is buying his red 
pencils by the gross this time 
of year—but the points seem 
to keep breaking off at the 
wrong time. 

Struggling his way 
through the budget in an 
effort to cut down the addi- 
tional four-million-dollars 
requested by the depart- 
ment heads, he is making 
“progress”’—but there are 
no figures as yet to show 
what is being done. Stall- 
ings said he had gone 
through some of the depart- 
ment requests but still had 
the big ones to go including 
social welfare, the road de- 
partment and capital pro- 
jects. | 
Only partial study has been 
given to others, including the 
sheriff's office. The county 
manager did throw some light 
on the requests for 23 new 
employes made by Sheriff 
Earl Whitmore. 

He pointed out that actual- 
ly 12 of the new positions al- 
ready are on the _ payroll 
through supervisor action in

Building permits authorizing 
a total of $23,300 worth of in- 
dustrial-type construction were 
issued in San Mateo county 
during February, the San 
Francisco Bay Area Council re-

“new” employees for 1960-61. 
There was the matter of a 
new bailiff for the new supe- 
rior court, 4% positions added 
to the patrols so all cars 
would be manned by two offi- 
cers. 

Another 2% positions were 
created for the extra patrol in 
the East Palo Alto area. The 
other jobs were scattered 
throughout the department. 

Next year another new 

bailiff will have to be added 
for the seventh superior 
court and it is planned to 
add another shift at the In- 
ternational Airport.’ At the 
present time the sheriff's 
office maintains service 
only to midnight, leaving 
the midnight to 8 shift up 
to private officers. 


The county manager agreed 
with this request inasmuch as 
the airlines and airport rent- 
ers are big taxpayers and need 
the service. 


Stallings seems to have a 


difference of opinion with the , 


county assessor on his request 
for 17 new appraisers. While 
Stallings would not say what 
decision had been reached, 
he expressed his own opinion 
that the new employes—or at 
least that many—are not 
needed. He pointed out that 
improvements did not have 
to be re-appraised as often 
as land values. 

County records already de- 
seribe every building as to 
feet, type of construction, 
finishing, etc. Comparing the 
value today is just a matter 
of taking the construction in- 
creases and the margin of 
depreciation. 

At about 5 per cent per 
annum for both, they about 
offset each other and there 
is little reason to make a 
complete biulding survey 
every few years. 

Land values, on the other 
hand, are different. A single 
development in a certain area 
can increase land values al- 
most over night. Too, the 
scarcity of building sites in 
the more desirable locations 
increases the property all 
around that area. 

The county -probably will 
go along with about the same 
capital projects budget it has 
had for several years. Funds 
were put away in last year’s 
budget for starts on the two 
new court centers at San Ma- 
teo and South San Francisco, 
for the new jail farm and the 
boys’ ranch. It is expected 
that the balance of money 
needed for these jobs will be 
in this year’s budget. 

No decision has been reach- 
ed on financing the $214-mil- 
lion administration building 
planned for north of the new 
hall of justice. If a lease-pur- 
chase plan does not work it 
likely will revert to the pay- 
as-you-go program—which has 
saved the taxpayers  thou- 
sands of dollars of interest in 
the past ten years. 

Although Stallings is about 
half through his budget 
studies, he apparently will 
make little headway with such 
items as social welfare. This 
is so strictly controlled by 
the state and federal govern- 
ments there is not much room 
for a red pencil. 

Aid to needy children, 
which is apparently headed 
for a big increase, is an- 
other part of the social pro- 
gram that leaves little au- 
thority to local government. 
True, the district attorney’s 
office makes an attempt at 
finding chiselers, but the 
results don’t seem to show 
up much when another 
$100,000 is needed over the 
million spent last year— 
and San Mateo county is 
supposed to be the second 
or third “richest” county in 
the country. 

One of our county officials 
told us about a rare bit of 
skullduggery that has been 
going on in the health de- 
partment. It seems that the 
county ‘has an “expert” who 
supervises several offices. She 
travels from office to office 
on her job and works FOUR 
hours a day. The pay? 

Just a matter of 12 bucks 
an hour or $48 for a half-day’s 
work. That particular job is 
due for a real going over in 
the budget studies of that 
you can be sure. 

When a county budget 
passes the $30 million figure 
and involves about 2000 jobs 
you can expect some things 
like this to get by. 

Just as the federal and state 
governments waste millions 
or ‘billions, we can expect our 
county government to waste 
thousands. No matter how any 
official can study the entire 
budget he would have a hard 
time finding such gouging 
as this. 

Our only hope is that Mr. 
Stallings can sharpen his red 
pencils enough to bring about 
a REAL tax cut for 1960-61. 
The token four cents of this 
year won’t make up for the 
increased assessments by a 


long shot. a ‘

1el of Public Recreation Agen 
‘ies.” 

3. Procuring 
ormalized process and sum 
arizing the opinion of th¢ 
ommunity at large, the offi 
ials of the jurisdiction and 
personnel of the department, 
on questions such as the fol 
lowing: 

a) Are the commissioners 
and staff members keeping 
up to date on the needs and 
future plans of the agency 
as a whole? b) Are citizens 
informed on the services of 
recreation department 
which are available to 
them? c) Does the depart- 
ment have joint projects 
with other agencies? d) Has 
an annual report been made 
to the governing body and 

has the report been dis- 
seminated to the communily 
at large?
